Indians Battle 
To Keep Land 
In New York 


NIAGARA FALLS, N.Y. (A»>—A 
soft-spoken but firm-jawed Indian 
chief walked a narrow path today 
between the 
surging power 
o f 
material progress and the turmoil 
of politics among his own people. 
Elton Black Cloud Greene, head 
chief of the Tuscaroras for 11 
years, was seeking a way to that 
high level of Indian diplomacy for 
which his Iroquois ancestors were 
justly famous. 
The Power 
Authority of the 
State of New York is seizing 1,383 
acres of Tuscarora 
reservation 
land under a state law only a 
week old. The land is to be part 
of a storage reservoir for the 600- 
million-dollar Niagara redevelop­ 
ment project, already under way. 
The price, the new seizure law 
says, can be decided later. 
in

fered the Tuscaroras $1,000 an 
acre. The Indians refused.

*■ The Sev enth District Court of Appeals has 
upheld a Mahoning County Common Plea s 


Court ruling that supplem enta l unemploy m ent 


benefits a re lega l in Ohio. 
The nex t step is an appeal to the Ohio 
Supreme Court. If the Supreme Court up­ 
holds tn t original ruling, the nex t step would 
seem to be a specia l session of the Ohio 
G enera l Assem bly , to put a legisla tiv e foot­ 


ing under a judicial ruling. 


All that the judges can do is rule on the 


issue before them —whether or not laid-off 
em ploy es in Ohio can collect SUB without 


reducing the amount of sta te unemploy ment 


com pensa tion for which they are eligible.

They cannot rule on the equally important 


“ Issue of whether other laid-off em ploy es who 


ha v e no claim on SUB shall be permitted 
to retain a grea ter amount of their odd job 


ea rnings without reducing the amount of sta te 
unem ploy m ent com pensation for which they 


a re eligible. 


Only the sta te legisla ture can do that job 


properly . 
Those who hav e a gitated, first, to hav e the 
Ohio BUC adm inistrator clea r up the whole 
thing by an a dm inistra tiv e decision, then to 
ha v e the courts clea r it up, are seem ingly 


una wa re of the legisla tiv e problem that is 
inv olv ed. 


W henev er the problem is mentioned, they 
lea p to the conclusion it is mentioned only to 
prejudice the ca se of those who want SUB 
to becom e a pra ctice in Ohio. 
This is what the Ohio Legisla tiv e Serv ice 
Com m ission, which studies sta tew ide issues 
for the General A ssem bly , said about SUB 
in a sta ff report published in Februa ry 1957:

For in the official proceed­ 
ings ot the Congress of the United 
Sta tes there is a record of his w ill­ 
ingness to let human beings sta rv e 
in order to further the Communist 
ca use. This is in the report of a 
subcom m ittee of the House Com- 
m i'tee on Foreign Affairs printed 
in 1946 after a study in eastern

The report tells the sad story of 
w ha t four m em bers of Congress 
found out about Mr. M enshikov ’s

and children in Poland. Here is the 
full tex t of an ex tra ct from that 
report to Congress:

of UNRRA (United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Adm inistration) 
in Poland but unfortunately was 
som ew ha t lim ited in its efforts due 
to the fa ct that UNRRA had not as 
y et had sufficient opportunity to be­ 
com e organized upon a permanent 
ba sis. 
Howev er, under the 
tem ­ 
porary 
arrangem ents 
that 
had 
been concluded, the com m ittee was 
deeply disappointed in both its op­ 
eration and the distribution of its 
supplies. 


“ THE TEMORARY head of the 
UNRRA 
delegation 
was 
Mikhail 
Menshikov , a Sov iet citizen, who 
wielded grea t control 
and influ­ 
ence 
ov er 
the 
distribution 
of 
UNRRA’s y et m ea ger supplies. The 
distribution was lim ited to recipi­ 
ents who were a ctiv e supporters 
or colla bora tionists with the pro­ 
v isiona l Polish gov ernm ent. 
“ Upon the com m ittee’s return to 
this country , it lodged a strong pro­ 
test with the president of the Unit­ 
ed Sta tes and was happy to learn 
tha t soon therea fter Mr. Menshi­ 
kov wa s reca lled and his pla ce 
taken by Brig.

Since the com m ittee’s 
return to the United Sta tes, it has 
kept in close and direct contact 
with TJ NRRA opera tions in Poland 
and has noted grea t im prov em ent 
both in the operation and in the 
distribution of relief supplies.”

Since Mr. Gordon is tem pora rily 
out of the country , this correspond­ 
ent interv iew ed Rep. Bolton and 
Sen. Mundt. Mrs. Bolton sa id: 
‘Y es, 
I rem em ber the ex peri­ 
ence 2fad wha t we found. U nless a 
person was a Comm unist, he didn’t 
get any thing to ea t. It was a v ery 
bad situation and the people who 
needed our food m ost didn’t get it. 
Mr. M enshikov was to bla m e for 
what happened and we sa id 
so 
plainly on our return to W ashing­ 
ton.” 


SEN. MUNDT, confirming this, 
said: 
“ That is correct. As stated In the 
report. Menshikov was distributing 
these UNRRA supplies to the Com­ 
m unists and not to the other peo­ 
ple — and cla im ing credit for the 
Sov iets, rather than for this coun­ 
try 
The Sov iets w ere contributing 
v ery little, if any thing, to this re­ 
lief a gency . By getting the lea der­ 
ship echelon partly into the hands 
of tht R ussia ns, they v ery skill­ 
fully m a neuv ered their people at 
the top in these countries which 
ev en then. I suppose, they had in 
mind taking ov er. This was a v ery 
hany tool to win friens and in­ 
fluence people — tha t’s what they 
used it for.” 
When 
Ambassador 
Menshikov 
ca m e to W ashington, he was re­ 
ceiv ed with open a rm s by v arious 
persons here. He wa s giv en tim e 
on telev ision and he was publicized 
widely as ex uding the b *,t of feel­ 
ings toward the Am erica n people. 
Yet behind the m ask of sm iles is 
a cruel streak. 


HERE IS A MAN who abused 
his trusteeship as the custodian 
anc distributor of food to sta rv ing 
people. He wa s the agent of an 
international 
relief 
organization 
but his first a llegia nce was to Com­ 
m unism — he wa s willing to see 
human beings suffer unless they 
accepted 
Communist domination, 
ev en while he used relief supplies 
to reward those who were politi­ 
ca lly on his side. It is a sorrowful 
chapter. It is not important alone 
a s a rev elation of what one Com­ 
m unist did but it’s an ex a m ple of 
the ty ranny and inhumanity which 
lie behind the whole Communist 
creed and the Communist gov ern­ 
m ent. 


One woners why the 
Depa rt­ 
m ent of State didn’t look up the 
record before giv ing its approy al 
to Mr. Menshikov as an a m ba ssa ­ 
dor to the United Sta tes. For ev ery 
gov ernm ent has a right to decide 
whether an indiv idual is “ persona 
gra ta ” — a ccepta ble to it — and 
certa inly 
the record 
shows 
Mr. 
Menshikov had com m itted a se­ 
rious offense a ga inst the Am eri­ 
can as well a§ the Polish peoples.

recall him and, m ea nwhile, Amer­ 
ican organizations should hesita te 
to inv ite to their rostrum s and ban­ 
quet ta bles any one who has such 
a record of willful cruelty to hu­ 
man beings.

Population Increase 
Rate Slackens in U.S. 
WASHINGTON W - The month- 
to-month increase in the nation’s 
popu lation was less in Feb ru ary 
than in any month in the past five 
years. 
Censu s Bu reau statisticians said 
yesterday the Feb ru ary slu mp was 
cau sed b y an increase in deaths 
b ecau se of respiratory ailments in­ 
clu ding the second wave of Asian 
flu . 
Here’s what the b u reau figu res 
happened to the civilian popu la­ 
tion in Feb ru ary: 
For the first time since Feb ­ 
ru ary 1953, 
the month-to-month 
gain did not top 200.000; the civil­ 
ian popu lation increased b y 195, 
000 to a total of 170,562,000. 
W7ith the armed forces added, 
the estimated popu lation on March 
1 was 173,210,000, representing a 
Feb ru ary gain if 199,000. Here 
again the increase was at a five- 
year low.

lost work in the cu rrent recession. 
‘The fu nction of the parent com­ 
m ittee is to establish policies, gen­ 
eral procedu res and accept appli­ 
cations for assitance from debt­ 
ors. The Arbitration Committee re­ 
v iews the requ ests for aid and acts 
as a mediator between the debtor 
and creditor in an effort to work 
ou t mu tu ally agreeable and m an­ 
ageable term s for retirem ent of the 
obligations.” 


Workers Union petitioned the city 
for help. The first stu dy commit­ 
tee consisted of nine civ ic leaders, 
who were “representativ es of lend­ 
ing institu tions, mqjchants, u nions, 
social agencies and area indu s­ 
tries.”

he is behind. 
Now what is most important is 
a listing of the amou nt he can pay 
and the reaction of his creditors 
to his proposal for cu tting or de­ 
lay ing pay ments. 
After he gets the blank, the 
debtor m u st go to each of his 
creditors. Then if they can’t agree 
on new ty le pay ments, the jobless 
worker goes back to the Arbitra­ 
tion Committee for help.

The so - called Asian flu is cau s­ 
ed by a particu lar strain of

influ enza A v iru s. This v iru s can 
be considered responsible for the 
second great pandemic, or epidem­ 
ic of the centu ry , the first hav ing 
occu rred in 1918 -19. 
The ex act point of origin of this 
worldwide epidemic is not known, 
bu t apparently the first ou tbreaks 
occu rred in China in Febru ary 
and March of 195 7. 
By April of last y ear epidemic 
influ enza had appeared in Hong 
Kong and had spread to other 
areas bordering the western P a­ 
cific Ocean. By May the v iru s, 
carried principally along shipping 
rou tes, had spread throu gh Mala­ 
y a, the Philippines, Gu am, Oki­ 
nawa, India and Indonesia.

DURING JUNE, 1957, more than 
20 cou ntries in v ariou s parts of 
the world became affected with 
Asian influ enza for the first time. 
It reached the Middle East in 
epidemic proportions in Ju ly . By 
the end of Au gu st the epidemics 
had declined in most cou ntries of 
Eastern and Western Asia, bu t tru e 
epiemics 
began 
being reported 
from Eu rope and North America. 
Widespread occu rrence of Asian 
influ enza 
began 
in 
the 
United 
States in September. The epidem­ 
ics in most commu nities affected 
persons of high school age first, 
then elementary school pu pils and 
lastly , the grownu ps. 
Althou gh it affected people 65 
y ears and older last of all, prelim­ 
inary reports showed the highest 
proportion of deaths among these 
older members of ou r society . 
By mid-October influ enza in the 
United States appeared to hav e 
reached its peak and is believ ed 
to hav e affected at least 20 mil­ 
lion persons throu ghou t the cou n­ 
try .
